NEW YORK (UPI). — Field 
Marshal Sir Bernard L. Mont- 
gomery said on Monday that 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, as Al- 
lieqg Commander, “failed to 
comprehend the basic plan” 
for defeating Germany after 
the Allied invasion of Europe 


in 1944. ote 

In the second instalment 
of hig memoirs published in 
“Life” magazine. Montgomery 


said the master plan for the 
land battle in Normandy was 
to draw the main enemy 
strength to the British front 
on the eastern flank so that 
the American forces could 
break out more easily in the 

Western fiank. 

‘But he said Eisenhower 
later gave the impression in 
a report to the combined 
Chiefs of Staff “that the 
British and Canadians had 
failed (to break out) in the 
Caen sector and, therefore; 
the Americans had to take 
on the job of breaking out 


in the west.” 
"He also said that when

Due 
to a special arrangement with 
the Bank of Israel, the com- 
pany has been able to pay 
farmers within a short time 
after receiving their products. 

Lack of adequate shipping 
facilities and of cold shortage 
facilities for the transporta- 
tion of perishable goods in 
particular, are among the 
main headaches of Israel's 
agricultural exporters.

be borne by very expensive 
products.
